ground-level. Luckily the exoavation was 
made by a mar. of wealth and love o£ re- 
search. if e has had the war. exposed. It is one 
hundred by sixty feet. laid in a fashion 1111- 
l;no\vn i:i this part of the country, and dif- 
fering from that of buildings over a century 
and aha'.: old, a;, Wilmington. It may be 
assumed as a fact that it was not tho work 
of white men or tliis race, and not the work 
of Indians. In 17SU a similar wall was dis- 
covered i:i llowan County, near Salisbury, 
and the) records of that date give full ac- 
counts of i!.. Par'.s of this wall yet remain, 
and it can be traced for hundreds of feet. 
No; fur away a wall of stone was also dis- 
covered, and thiis extended for a distance of 
some miles. 3 n 1&™ a wall was discovered, hi 
Halifax County, near Weldou, and hist year 
one was found" in Buncombe County, near 
Ashcvillc. All of these walls are under- 
ground.

walls," a massive structure laid in a sort of 
cement.
